Applicants have amended the claims in a manner reflective of the agreement 
reached in the afoi^mcntioned telephonic interview held on .Tuly 19. 2005 with i-cspect to 
overcoming the 35 U.S.C. §1 12, second paragraph rejections. 

Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the rejections under 35 U.S.C §112, 
second paragraph be withdrawn.

The Examiner rejected claims 1, 3-4. 7. and 42-47 uiider 35 U.S.C. §101. alleging: "The 
recitation of a "recording... in an electronic database" appears to be a trivial use of technology. It 
appears that the electronic database is simply used to record data.... Although the recited process 
produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result, since tlic claimed invention as a whole, is not 
within the technological arts as explained above, clahn 1 is deemed to be directed to 
non-slatutory subject matter." 

In response. Applicants have amended claim 1 in a manner rencotive of the agreement 
readied in the aforementioned telephonic interview held on July 19, 2005 with respect to 

overcoming the 35 U.S.C. §101 rejections. 

Accordingly. Applicant respectfully requests that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §101 be 

withdrawn.
